TOWER Hamlets Fairness 
Commission is “impressed 
with the significant 
progress” that has been 
made over the past year to 
make the borough a 
fairer place for residents. 

The commission published a 
report, Tower Hamlets - Time to 
Act, at the end of September 
2013. The report made 16 
recommendations relating to 
money and financial inclusion, 
employment and housing, 
which aimed to improve the 
lives of the borough's residents. 

In its review of work done to 
deliver the recommendations, 
the commission praised the 
council's energy co-op for 
“making affordable energy a 
reality for residents''. 

The commission's vision for 
Tower Hamlets as “an online 
borough'' began to be realised 
when hundreds of residents 
took advantage of free activities 
designed to improve their dig- 
ital skills in October's Get Online 
week. Free internet access is now 
also available at all Idea Stores. 

The commission's recom- 
mendation to “reimagine local 
employment services so they

work better for local people 
and businesses'' is being helped 
through a new agreement 
between the council and Job 
Centre Plus, which will 
support residents into jobs. 

Tower Hamlets' Education 
Business Partnership is also 
launching the '750 club' to secure 
pledges from local employers 
to provide high-quality work 
experience placements. 

The commission was con- 
cerned that “the standard of 
private rented accommodation 
was improved, and tenants bet- 
ter protected through a landlord 


licensing scheme for Tower 
Hamlets''. A local scheme to 
license landlords has been 
developed by the council. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I 
am proud of the support that 
the council has provided in 
delivering the commission's 
recommendations, and we are 
committed to ensuring the 
positive outcomes continue for 
our residents.'' 

Graham Fisher, chief execu- 
tive of Toynbee Hall and Fair- 
ness Commissioner, said: “One 
year on, it's great to hear just 
how much has been achieved."

INSPIRED by the field of ceramic 
poppies at the Tower of London, 
staff and pupils at Harry Gosling 
Primary School in Aldgate created 
their very own poppy installation 
in the school playground.

Praise for Whitechapel Vision

NEW plans to regenerate the 
Whitechapel area have been 
recognised at the 2014 National 
Planning Awards. 

Whitechapel Vision is set to rejuvenate 
the area with new uses for the town 
centre, and public spaces on both sides 
of the Whitechapel Road. 

Its plans to combine the area's historic, 
cultural and community assets have seen 
it recognised at the awards, where it 
has been shortlisted for the award for 
Strategic Planning. 

The prestigious ceremony will be 
hosted on Tuesday, November 18 at the 
Royal Society of Medicine, and will cel- 
ebrate the outstanding achievements in

planning work by local authorities, 
consultants, developers, lawyers, 
voluntary and neighbourhood groups 
and all other key players in the planning 
system. 

The Whitechapel Vision plans, which 
were published in March 2014, have 
generated a huge amount of interest 


from residents and businesses. The 
council has a number of strategic 
partners involved in the delivery of this 
project, including the Greater London 
Authority, Transport for London, Barts 
Health NHS Trust, Queen Mary, Univer- 
sity of London, L&O London Housing As- 
sociation and Sainsbury's. 

In practical terms, Whitechapel Vision 
will provide up to 3,500 new homes by 
2025, including a substantial number of 
family and affordable homes. 

It aims to create 5,000 new jobs and 
transform Whitechapel Road, with sev- 
en new public squares and open spaces. 

Speaking about the nomination, 
Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: "It is 
fantastic news to hear that our vision 
for Whitechapel has been shortlisted for 


an award, alongside other major regen- 
eration projects across the country. 

"When we consulted with residents 
and stakeholders to gather their views 
earlier this year, we were impressed to 
see so much support, excitement and 
enthusiasm for this project." 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet member for 
housing and development, said: 
"Whitechapel has always been a vision- 
ary place. In fact, it is home to the 
oldest business enterprise in the world 
- the Whitechapel Bell Foundry 

"Our plans to regenerate this area are 
ambitious; they are grand; and they are 
going to firmly pin Whitechapel on the 
London map. 

"This is why we have been recognised 
nationally for these plans."

The floor comprises of six 
panels, each weighing 530kg, 
supported by a carbon steel 
framework weighing approxi- 
mately 1,000 kilograms. The 
walkways' original steel lattice 
structure has been preserved 
under the glass, which was 
constructed over by a 20-strong 
team over a six-week period. 

Christopher Earlie, business 
and marketing manager, said: 
"The opening of Tower Bridge 
marked the a legendary feat of 
engineering creating what is 


considered by many as the most 
famous bridge in the world. 

"One hundred and twenty 
years on, we are extremely 
proud to unveil the new glass 


floor on the high-level walkways 
- another astonishing engi- 
neering accomplishment."

Lettings agent 
is fined £3,000

A MANAGEMENT agent 
responsible for a proper- 
ty in Tower Hamlets has 
been prosecuted after ig- 
noring requests for infor- 
mation from the council. 

Managing agent Luis Felipe 
Tilleria Limongi, of Miles Build- 
ings, NWi, admitted failing to 
provide information, contraven- 
ing section 236 of the Housing 
Act 2004 at Thames Magis- 
trates' Court on October 22. 

Tilleria Limongi was fined 
£3,000 and told to pay £1,500 
towards costs, as well as a £120 
victim surcharge. 

He had ignored requests for 


information from the council for 
more than a year, regarding 
the names of persons living at 
a flat he managed in Hamlets 
Way, E3. 

He also withheld the names 
and addresses of persons collect- 
ing rent. The information was 
sought following concerns 
raised by a former tenant about 
conditions in the flat, including 
lack of fire alarms. 

The chair of the bench said: 
“Tenants had suffered harm as 
a result of Tilleria Limongi with- 
holding this information.” 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing and devel- 
opment, said: “The council re- 
ceives many requests from 


tenants of private rented accom- 
modation and their neighbours, 
complaining about overcrowd- 
ing and lack of fire safety. 

“Health and housing officers 
can only deal with these issues 
if they know how many people 
live in these properties, and 
who collects the rent. 

“Agents must accept their 
responsibility under the 
Housing Act to give this infor- 
mation, and deal with hazards 
highlighted by the council.”

THE mayor has praised 
schools in the borough 
for the way they have 
embraced computing and 
the digital agenda. 

In September 2014, children 
from the age of five began to 
learn coding and programming 
at school. 

This was the result of the new 
national curriculum for 
computing that was Introduced 
in England this term. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The borough's schools are 
enthusiastically equipping 
children with the creative skills 
that will enable them to go 
really far in the future. 

“What I find most inspiring 
is that teachers in the borough 
are getting really creative about 
these things. 

“They're talking to each oth- 
er, learning from each other, and 
trying to make sure students are 
accessing the best education 
around this new subject." 

At a recent digital leaders 
event at the Rainmaking Loft, St 
Katharine Docks, the leaders 
of computing teaching and 
learning in Tower Hamlets 
discussed their success stories 
so far in the term. 


Two such examples include: 

■ Chen Lee and Andrea Corbett 
from Old Palace and Bow

A SERVICE which offers 
assessment, diagnosis and 
support to adults with 
communication and 
social interaction difficul- 
ties has been launched in 
the borough. 

Tower Hamlets Autism Ser- 
vice has been commissioned by 
the council and is provided 
jointly by East London NHS 
Foundation Trust and the Job 
Enterprise and Training ser- 
vice (JET) based in Mile End. 

The launch on October 30 was 
an opportunity to hear about 
the benefits of the service, 
which has been running since 
the summer, and hear from 
people with autism who are 
now in employment. 

Jason Paul, who is employed 
by the council, spoke about 
what it means to him to be able 
to work. In a film shown at the 
launch, he talked about the 
purpose and value that work 
brings to him. 

Jenny Dutton, Jason's manag- 
er, urged other employers to 
follow the council's lead. 

Brian Toye, who manages 
the autism service, said: “Receiv- 
ing a formal diagnosis can give 
individuals, their friends and 
families a better understanding 


of their needs and abilities. It 
could also prevent misdiagno- 
sis of other disorders and help 
individuals to access support to 
help them cope better.'' 

Graham Smithers, head of 
services at JET, said: “Just 15 per 
cent of people with autism are 
in paid employment. Jason Paul 
is one of these successes - with 
the right training, support and 
job coaching he has been en- 
abled to have a successful career 


working for the council's man- 
agement systems directorate. 

“Outcomes like Jason's need 
to be the norm rather than the 
exception.'' 

The autism service can pro- 
vide up to 12 sessions including 
post-diagnostic support, social 
skills and communication pro- 
grammes.

Nippers immortalised 
by a Quaker’s camera 



Spitalfields pictures 
published 100 years 
after they were taken

THE eyes stare coolly out of the 
photographs, arresting the viewer. 
Sometimes challenging, occasion- 
ally despairing, often full of humour 
and cheek. 

Horace Warner's stunning photographs 
of the 'Spitalfields Nippers' are captivating 
viewers all over again, more than a century 
after the amateur snapper captured the 
waifs who were everywhere in the streets 
around his Quaker Street mission. These 
were the children who lived in the 'alley- 
ways, byways and yards' around Spitalfields 
at the turn of the 20th century 

Victorian cameras were big, heavy and 
slow of shutter speed. Shots had to be 
laboriously set up and executed, and woe 
betide any subject who moved while the 
seconds were ticking by - we see their blur- 
ring, ghost images everywhere in pic- 
tures of the time, alongside their 
more-patient, statue-like fellows. 

None of the candid, moving shots of 
modern imagery then, rather the 'all in a 
line, faces to the camera' we've come to ex- 
pect from early photography. 

But what's special about Horace's pictures 
is their freshness, and part of that is down 
to his subjects' refusal to put on a show for 
the camera. 

What makes Horace Warner (born in 1871, 
died in 1939) different from the typical 
Victorian upper-middle class do-gooder - 
heading east to peer for a moment into the 
abyss then scuttling back to moneyed 
comfort - is that he and his clan had the 
streets of Spitalfields in their blood. 

The Warners had made their business 
here for generations - and their religious 
convictions meant the local nippers were 
far more than future factory fodder. Is it too 
fanciful to suggest that his empathy came 
through in the pictures he took? 

Horace would make trips to Spitalfields 
from the family's comfortably appointed 
villa in suburban Islington; a grand, turreted 
residence paid for by the proceeds of the 
Warners' two successful businesses - first 
as bell-founders, and latterly as wallpaper 
designers and manufacturers. 


John Warner & Sons, incorporated in 1739 
and wound up in 1949, had a number of 
foundries around, including one in Stock- 
ton-on-Tees, but their base was the City and 
the East End. The Spelman Street foundry 
in Spitalfields was destroyed in World 
War II, as was the Cripplegate works, 
which now lies under the Barbican. 

One of the company's proudest boasts 
was that it originally cast Big Ben for the 
new Houses of Parliament in 1858 - though 
it judiciously omitted to mention that the 
bell cracked, and had to be recast by rival 
firm, the Whitechapel Bell Foundry. 

In the Warners' defence, part of the 
blame was laid at the feet of the bell's de- 
signer, and the recast bell also cracked - it 
remains cracked to this day, accounting for 
its characteristic, slightly flat tone. 

By the late 1800s, Metford Warner had 
moved into wallpaper manufacture. He 
owned and ran Jeffrey & Co from a facto- 


ry in Essex Road, just a short walk from the 
family home in Aberdeen Park, Highbury, 
with his sons Horace and Marcus at his side. 

Metford had invented a way to print wall- 
paper without using arsenic, and his mis- 
sion was to reproduce artists' designs 
more accurately than ever. Working along- 
side designers such as William Burges and 
William Morris, the trio made Jeffreys one 
of Britain's top wallpaper producers (and 
at the turn of the 20th century, everybody 
had wallpaper on their walls). 

But success hadn't seen the family for- 
get their roots, and for the Warners that 
meant a devout life of service as Quakers. 

The Society of Friends had enjoyed a 
revival in 19th century Spitalfields, in- 
spired by local businessman Peter Bedford. 

The successful silk merchant had poured 
his money into improving social conditions 
in Spitalfields, building the Bedford Insti- 
tute in Quaker Street, to replace the Friends

Meeting House raised their in 1656. 

The Institute was in turn rebuilt in 1893, 
and still stands today; this is the building 
to which Horace came as Superintendent 
and Sunday school teacher at the turn of 
the 20th century. 

Interviewed earlier this year, his one sur- 
viving child, Ruth Finkin, remembers head- 
ing to Spitalfields at Christmas, to hand out 
presents to the nippers who lived nearby. 

Horace was also a keen amateur pho- 
tographer, and spent hours snapping the 
waifs and strays who lived round about, 
such as 'the sisters Ellis', clad in their funereal 
best, sat on a windowsill, bearing a tray of 
flowers. Their fix on the lens is challeng- 
ing, determinedly unimpressed, with all the 
confidence of an adult. 

But then, despite their age, these nippers 
are all but adults. They wear mini-versions 
of their parents' cloth caps, rough suits and 
boots, and are seen hard at work, stewing 
the week's washing in a zinc tub, or with 
brush in hand, sweeping off the pavement. 

A marvellous exception is 'Parsley 
season in Crown Court', where the oldest 
subject (she could be 16, she could be 30), 
fixes the camera with a confident smile. 

Alongside, a lad is head-down, picking 
through parsley- work is too important to 
be interrupted. On her other flank, a cheeky 
nipper, maybe five years old, peeps over the 
basket, head on hands, grinning broadly. 

Biographical details are scant, though the 
modest Horace did produce one photo of 
himself, sable brush in hand - clearly he 
was keen to portray himself as artist and 
designer first. 

The photos first came to light when they 
were used in a fundraising leaflet by the 
Bedford Institute in 1913, but his daughter 
Gwen believed they were taken from the 
1890s and complete by 1905. 

How many of these beguiling faces sur- 
vived to adulthood we can't know - but life 
expectancy in one of the poorest parts of 
England would suggest that around a 
third would die in childhood. They live on 
through these timeless pictures.

The council has joined forces 
with Hackney and Islington to 
help businesses save money, re- 
duce pollution and improve 
staff health as part of the launch 
of the expanded Zero Emis- 
sions Network. 

The councils are offering a se- 
ries of exclusive cash-saving 
deals, and unique access to free 
advice and services from trav- 
el, energy and green experts to 
traders in and around the 
highly-polluted Tech City area. 

The network officially 
launched in Shoreditch in Oc- 
tober, where non-members got 


the chance to meet and discuss 
the project with those who 
have already joined up. 

Leading British environmen- 
talist and Guardian columnist 
Tony Juniper said: “The 
expansion of the network is to 
be warmly welcomed. 

“Progress already made in

Eating out, eating in 

Mid-morning farm 
feast is a meat treat 



Fried favourites at Stepney City Farm

WHAT does one do on an 
unseasonably warm 
mid-Sunday morning in 
Tower Hamlets? 

The answer, I discovered to my 
surprise and pleasure, is take 
brunch at Stepney City Farm. 

Having been in and around 
Tower Hamlets for too many 
years to mention, I can recall a 
time when the idea of paying 
the farm a visit would have 
caused peels of laughter, loud- 
er than those emanating from 
the bells of the neighbouring St 
Dunstan's Church, let alone go- 
ing there to dine. 

But no more. The farm is an 
oasis of tranquility, set between 
the hurly burly of Commercial 
and Mile End Roads. 

If you haven't been before or 
it's been a while since your last 
visit, I urge you to give it a try. 

The works undertaken over 
the last few years and the hard 
work of volunteers and staff has 
clearly paid off. 

While I was there, I saw 
woodworking and pottery 
sessions and lots of visitors 


taking advantage of the late 
autumnal sunshine. 

But the purpose of the visit 
was the food, and my brunch 
pest and I were not disap- 
pointed. 

It was clear that the kitchen 
take its food very seriously. 

Each item from the fry-up had 
been sourced with care and 
was well prepared. The bread 
was nutty and well toasted. 
The mushrooms were earthy 
and tasty. The beans were home 
made with onions and a hint of 


spice. The egg was very fresh 
looking and tasting. 

But it was the meat that was 
the star, from the crumbly black 
pudding to the thick-cut bacon. 
(No, couple on the opposite 
table, it so does not need to be 
thinner!) 

And the sausage! It was 
beautiful - so good that I had to 
ask its provenance. 

Of course, it was made on site 
and possibly, maybe some 
time in the future, may be 
sold separately. 


I for one would buy them to 
eat at home any day. It should 
be noted that the farm also 
serves Halal meat. 

One note of caution, if you are 
looking for fast food then don't 
order the Sunday brunch. 

Granted the kitchen was kind 
of rammed but our food took 
about 40 minutes to surface. 
However, in terms of quality and 
taste, it was worth the wait! 

The brunch, including juices, 
came to £18.50 which initially 
may have seemed a little pricey, 
but it was more than worth it 
for food this good. 

As well as the wide and var- 
ied creative and artistic pursuits 
available - did I mention that 
there is a smithy on site - there 
are a number of special events 
taking place between now and 
the festive season. 

December 12-14 is Pig Fest - a 
celebration of the Berkshire 
pork reared on the farm and its 
commitment to high-welfare 
meat and waste reduction.

Cranberry & white chocolate cookies 


Ingredients 

225g soft unsalted butter 
350g light brown sugar 
1 tsp vanilla extract 
3 medium free range eggs 
400g plain flour 


half tsp salt 

2 tsp bicarbonate of soda 
gog dried cranberries 
nog chopped white choco- 
late or white chocolate buttons 
1 tsp nutmeg 


Method 

1. Pre-heat the oven to 180C. 

2. In a large bowl, beat the 
butter until pale with an 
electric mixer and mix in the 
light brown sugar and vanilla. 
Continue beating on high speed 
until light and creamy. 

3. Add the eggs, one at a 
time, and beat until fully 
incorporated. 

4. In a separate bowl, sift 
together the flour, salt and 
bicarbonate of soda. 


5. Gradually fold in the flour 
mixture, dried cranberries and 
white chocolate, until well 
combined. 

6. Using an ice cream scoop or 
spoon, transfer the batter, in 12 
equal portions, on to a baking 
tray lined with parchment 
paper.

Crooks are outsmarted

A BOW housing associa- 
tion has joined forces with 
the Metropolitan Police to 
offer residents an innov- 
ative tool to combat crime 
and help make proper- 
ties more secure. 

Circle Housing Old Ford is 
handing out SmartWater 
marking kits to residents in E3 
postcodes. 

The high-tech security kit 


consists of a traceable liquid that 
contains a unique forensic code 
which can be applied to al- 
most any valuable item. 

Once dry the liquid is almost 
impossible to remove and can 
only be seen under ultraviolet 
(UV) light. 

If marked valuables are stolen 
and later recovered, they can be 
returned quickly to the owner. 
SmartWater also acts as a deter- 
rent to would-be burglars, as it 
can directly link them to a 


crime scene if they are caught 
in possession of marked 
property. 

Andrew Nowakowski, Circle 
Housing Old Ford's anti-social 
behaviour manager, said: “We 
are committed to ensuring that 
all our residents have a safe 
place to live and providing 
these kits will help us to do that. 

“Any simple steps that can 
be taken to give our residents 
the extra reassurance that 
their valuables will be safe 


have got to be a good thing. It 
only takes a few minutes to dab 
the items throughout your 
house but it can save a huge 
amount of distress and hassle 
if you do become a victim of 
burglary." 

Circle Housing Old Ford's 
neighbourhoods team are using 
police intelligence to target 
residential burglary hotspots 
and will be hand delivering 
the kits to homes on Thursday, 
November 20.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

You must be a secure or assured tenant of a partner 
landlord and living in Tower Hamlets. You need to 
be giving up at least one bedroom and have a home 
which is suitable for the needs of people on the 
housing register. 


Following government changes to benefits rules, 
working age households who are under-occupying 
will not receive full housing benefit. 

If you are one of these households you could benefit 
from the under-occupation scheme. 

Why should I consider moving? 

A smaller home may cost less to keep warm and 
your rent may be lower. If you move not only will you 
free up a larger home for a family in housing need, 
but you may also save yourself money. 

What help will I get to move? 

We know that each tenant has different needs, and 
that is why we have developed a range of options for 
qualifying social housing tenants to choose from. 

In addition, we will also help you with bidding for 
homes in the area in which you want to live. 

You will need to check with your landlord which of 
the following options you may be eligible for, should 
you qualify for moving under this scheme.

STEFANIE Mainey and her 
partner Olivia Coupe 
might claim to be ordinaiy 
sportswomen, but they 
compete at the highest 
level of their sport. 

They wear crash helmets, 
knee pads, elbow pads, wrist 
guards and a gum-shield - pro- 
tection from the battering they 
get every week on the track. 

And they compete against 
women with frightening nick- 
names like Grievous Bodily 
Charm, Frightening Bolt and 
Kitty Decapitate. 

Welcome to the world of 
roller derby - which featured in 
the 1975 film Rollerball, as a 
violent, bloody pastime for 
men and women. 

Stefanie and Olivia, of 
Hardinge Street, Shadwell, met 
through the sport and seven 
years ago they tied the knot. 

They have since been the 
perfect match for London 
Rollergirls, helping them 
become one of the world's top 
rollerball teams. 

The Rollergirls have just 
returned from Nashville in the 
US where they were on 
something of a mission impos- 
sible - to try to stop the seem- 
ingly invincible Gotham Girls. 

It ended in disappointment 
for Stefanie, 33, and Olivia, 28, 
whose team are ranked number 
six in the world. 

They were outgunned in the 
semi-final 280-94 by Gotham, 
who took the title for the fourth 
consecutive year. 

Then their hopes of a bronze 
medal were shattered by the 
Bay Area Derby Girls All-Stars 
by 238-148.

Stefanie, who is rated the 
best blocker in Europe, said: 
“To finish fourth in the world is 
good, but I am disappointed we 
didn't come back with a medal. 

“We lost to an amazing team 
in Gotham Girls and also Bay 
Area Girls, but all of us will learn 


a lot from our defeats. We set 
our sights high and came back 
with nothing, but that will only 
serve to inspire us and make us 
better.'' 

Stefanie, account manager 
for a roller skate company and 
also England captain and 
assistant coach, and Olivia 
were part of the 2011 London 
Rollergirls team that shocked a 
sport dominated by America 
when they came third in the 
world championships. 

The achievement was all the 
more remarkable as the Roller- 
girls were the first English team 
invited to take part. 

Now Rollergirls, which start- 
ed as a small club at the Mul- 
berry Sports Centre in Stepney 
seven years ago, are ranked 
fourth in the world and too good 
to play any side in this country. 

But they are not satisfied yet 
and want to reach the heights 
of the Gotham Girls. 

Stefanie said: “To be better 
we must train harder, improve 
our coaching and somehow try
